And, 3. As being both an excellent man, and an admirable 
King, cat off in the midſt of his years by a bloudy death, 


And by thar time it will be no wonder, that all Fudah and - 


Feruſalem mourned for Foſiah. 
And firſt, Fofiah was a good man. His name promiled 


noleſs, and he performed no leſs than his name promi- 


miſed, that is, to be a burning and ſhining Lord. God fre- 
quently gives ſignificant names to his moſt eminent ſer- 
vants, Facob for wreſtling with Godis named 1ſrael, Gen, 
32. 28, The famous Prophet, who was true to his God 
in ſacred things, and yet faithfull to his idolatrous Princein 
civil matters, had to his name Darzel, that is, the judg- 
ment of God. The two brethren Apoſtles, who were to 
be a terrour to finners, and a light to the Church,are named 
by Chriſt, Boaxerges, the Sons of thunder, And thisFo-

bad his name given long before his being, 1 Kings.13. 2, 
being in this reſpect like unto the King of Kings, whoſe

Bur ſecondly, Look upon- Foſiah King of Fudah, and 
King in Fersſalem and then common reaſon will teach na- 
eure to pay more than an ordinary tribute of fighs and 
rears at his laſt obſequies. Publick perſons Herſes may 
juitly challenge the diſtilliation of private perſons eyes. All 
rivulets arid little torrents empty themlelyes into the main 
Ocean, Can any man forbid, or fault this holy water ? 
Dethroned and enthralled Princes, have had this paid them 
by their enſlaved Subjects, Cum nil nis: flere reliffum, 
when they were able to do no more, and could donoleſs, 
The Church of God in all ages hath bewailed the loſs of 
eminent Perſons, though drop'd away with age, and ga- 
thered to their tathers with the long Rake of ſilent time, 
The death of old father Facob, was bewailed by his ſons 
ſeven dayes, with a great and very ſore lamentation, Gey, 
laft. 10. And the Canaanites called it a grievous mourn- 
ing, verſ. 11+ It made an impreſſion even in the Aliens 
and Infidels. | 

Thus when Moſes the faithfull Prince and Ruler was 
dead, all Iſrael mourned for him thirty dayes in the plains 
of Moab, Deut. laſt. verſ. 8, So great a loſs hath a whole 
Nation in one Moſes, that they may proſecute his affum- 
ptions, as Eliſha did Elijah, ſaying, My father, my father, 
the chariots of 1ſratl, and the horſemen thereof ! 2 King, 2, 
12, Chariots are both for War and Peace; and in both, 
good Princes are 7ſraels chariots, Without them Nations 
may have Fehu-drivers for a times; who Phaeton-like may 
{ct the world on fire, and with the «£gyprians, drown 
all ina red Sea of bloud, violence, and deſtruQtion ; ſo by 
wofull experience, teaching af Fudah and Feruſalem to 
2wurn for one Foſtah. 

All Nations are taught of God, by the light of nature, to 
reverence their Kings whilſt they lives and to lament them 
being dead. The

The Romanes had their vaſt Funeral piles, and miſſy co» 
lumns for their Ceſars. Fr Gentium oft obedire Regibus, 
S. Ang, It 1s the Law of Nations to obey Kings, The 
'Lawot Nations, is the Law of God written in the heart. 
The Law of Chriſtians is the will of God written both in 
the heart, andin the holy Scriptares. The Heathens Law 
is more dark; the Chriſtians more clear : And therefore 
the Chriſtian Prince is bettet inftra&ted how to rule his 
Subje&s; the Chriſtian Subjects better informe®F, how to 
obey their Soveraignes. They ſhould better underſtand 
the value of a King than Heathens ; and therefore more 
lament his loſs. Whatſoever the Babylonians did for their 
Nebuchadnezzar, or the Perſians for their Cyras, this the 
lg of God did : All Fudeh and Feruſalem monrned for 
ofiab, 

So much is peace and proſperity tyed unto Soveraignty, 
and entailed to the Crown, that itfareth amongſt men, as 
with Yirgils Beesy Rege tncolumi mens omnibus una eft, 
Amiſ[o rapere fidew, When the King is loſt, then inſtead 
of hony making, there is gall and heart-breaking ; the 
waxing fabricks are demoliſht; and Drones devonr the 
labours of the induſtrions. Then appear factions and fracti- 
ons, ſets and ſchiſms; then armed ſwarms encounter, 
and tumble downdead together like Abzers and Foabs men 
(2 Saws. 2. 16.) as thou h they could agree in nothing, but 
todiſagree among themſelves, So ominous is the death of a 
King to a whole Nation, that well may al Fudah avd Fera- 
ſalem mourn for one Foſiah. |

in the loſs of a good King z ſeeing he tells us plainly, thar 
his wrath is ſhownin the face of a bad one, Hoſea 13, 11, 
I gave thee a King in mine anzer, and took him away in my 
wrath, Holy Devid diſcerned Gods judgment againſt the 
Land in Sauls overthrow, and thus he laments it, -2 Sax, 
I.19. The beauty of Iſrael is ſlain upon the hich places, Tell 
3t not in Gath, publiſh it not inthe ſtreets of Askelon. Atthe 
2I.verſe, he curſeth the very field, wherein that fatall 
batcel was fought z Te mountains of Gilboah, let there bey 
0 dew, nor rain upon you, nor fielas of offerines ; for there 
the ſhield of the mighty was wilely caſt away, the ſhield of Saul, 
4 though he not been annointed with oyle. At the 24. verſe, 
he calls upon the Land to mourn ; Te dawghters of 1[rael 
weep for Saul, who cloathed you with ſcarlet, &c, So much 
area Nationconcerned to bewalle the fall ofa Prince,though 


2 Saul, and rejected of God. | 


But then, put Good to King, and the Good is multiply- 
ed; put Beſt fo King, and then no other mortal perſon 
can come near it. Behold then Fofiah, the beſt of Fudahs 
Kings. Never had they ſuch a King ; and therefore never 
{uch a loſs; never ſuch a cauſe of monraing, Azd af Fu- 
dah, &Cc, 

Foſiah came to the Crown a child, at eight years of age ; 
whole tender youth excelled in piety, many Antients his 


© Predeceflors. He was ſenex in jwventate, (pending thoſe 


youthful

youthfull dayes.in religious exerciſes, which the generallity 
drive away 1n vain and idle excurſions, In the eighth year 
of his Raiga, he ſought after the God of David his Father, 
in the twelfth year he ſers upon reformation, purging the 
Land from heatheniſh- prophanation, Then brake he 
down the Altars of the Idols, and burnt the bones of their 
Prieſts. And as he bear down ſuperſtition, fo he built up 
trueReligion z which two parts by Authority duely exe. 
cated make a true reformation. Many are zealous pre- 
tenders to pull down ſuptrſticion ; bur few attend or intend 
to advance Religion, Many cry down Diana, meerly to 
get the ſilver ſhrines into their cloſe cupboards, The 
oreedy graſping and milemploying, of the ancient deyo- 
ted endowments of this Nation, give juſt occaſion to ſo- 
ber-minded perſons to fay, whatſoever the crimes of the 
Papiſts might be; the zeal of the demoliſhers was roo 
much byaz'd tothe left hand : and whether or no the firſt 
founders meant well, the contounders did ill. So did not 
Foſiah. He purged the Temple, and reſtored the facrifi- 
ces of God ; he rent his cloathes at the reading of the Book 
of God, becauſe of his peoples tranſgreflion z for which 
he received an anſwer of approbation ftrom-God, and a 
comfortable promiſe, that he ſhould go to his grave in peace, 
and not [ee the evil that God ſhould bring upon that place. 
| Aﬀter which anſwer from God, Foftah's zeal was not 

quenched, but enflamed. He cauſed all his people to ſerve 
the Lord; - and all his dayes they departed not from following 
the Lord God of their Fathers. And well it had. been for 
them, that Fofah had lived as long as Mcihuſelah : for 
Tudah's Religion fell ro the ground, together with Foſsah. 

This Chapter ſpeaks his zeai tor Gods glory; that he 
kept ſo magaificent a Paſleover, as none ever before, or 
after him, He did not take to himiclt any .thing from

Gods offerings ; but gave freely of his own to the offer- 
ings of God: thirty thouſand Lambsand Kids, and three 
thouſand Bullocks, - Well did Fofiah delerve that accla- 
mation from his people, which Daniel gave to King Da- 
rime, Dan.6.21, Oh King live fer ever. Here was "zeal 
worth the beholding. When Fehu boaſted of his zeal, 
he could ſhew nothing. for it, but channels running with 
Royall bloud, and heaps made of Princes heads, 2 Xing, 
10. Foſftah held a better ſacrifice, And much need not 
be (aid in praiſe of him, of whom God himlelf hath ſaid 
this, Like unto him was there no King before him, that turn- 


. ed to the Lord with all his heart, and with all his ſoul , nei- 


ther after him aroſe there any like him. Solomon had his 
Kdolatry ; (to ſay no more ) and David was found in the 
matter of Uriah < but we read of no capitall crime in the 
life of juſt Fofiah. As he wasa good man, fo a better 
Kinz, When goodneſs and greatneſs go hand in hand to- 
gether, how greatis that goodneſs ! how good that great- 
neſs ! There are many in the world, who had been good 
men, had they not aimed to be great men; but having 
aſpired to high places, became neither good Rulers, nor 
00d petſons : like Saturninias, who told his own ſouldi- 
ers that advanced him ( and they ſoon found his words 
true ) that they had ſpoiled a good Captain, and madean 
evil Prince. Little hope can be of that Kings Raign, to 
whom popular confuſiongives right and title, "No King 
is like to him, that cometh to the Scepter in the Name of 
God, and holds it according to his Commiſſion, Such a 
one was good Foſiah, deſcendedfrom Daviazot the Royall 
Tribe of F=dah. Such a Kings death may well force tears 

to flow from all Fudah and Fersſalem. 
Bat then thirdly look upon this beft of Kings taken away 
by an untimely death, cut off in the midft of his bye,

cumciſed Egyptian, And who but;ſuch a black Infidel 
would have aimed to kill fo fair a King 2 | 

But oh ! what makes F#/iah expole his facred Perſon to 
their black darts and venemous malice? In this alone (ſer- 
ting humane frailty afide ) was Joſiah to be blamed, of all 
that we read of him, Pharaoh Necbo King of Egypt came 
up to the River Euphrates, to fight with the King of Aſſy- 
ria; and Fofsah not interefled in the quarrel], engaged 
zeainſt the King of Zgypr, prompted (perhaps ) by State- 
policy to remove ſo bad a neighbour : but God had a fur- 
ther purpoſe in it,that Foſeah being taken away, Fudah and 
Feruſalem might ſmart tor their tranſgreſſions, committed 
inthe dayes of King Maxaſſeh, So much the Word of 
God informeth us, 2 Kg. 23.26, 27. Thus deep are 
Gods judgements. Manaſſeh the Grandfather, and his 
people fill Feruſalem with bloud and abominations z and 

Foftah the Grandchild a pious and tender-hearted Prince, 
muſt be {lain in battell, by the hand ofa curſed Infidel,and 
made the Prologue to the Nations tragedy. 1 

This may ſeem to call in queſtion Gods providence, or 
at leaſt his promiſe z for how doth Foſ4h go to his grave 
in peace, when he is ſlain in battell ? 0 Fe 

The anſwer is this; here in one a&t doth God ſhew 
mercy and ſeverity : mercy to Foſiah- ſeverity againſt Fu- 
dah, It was a mercy to him, that he lived not to. ſee the 
evil, which they lived to feel. They that underſtand not 
how he died in peace, let them know, he died in peace 
with God, and thar peace paſlerh all underſtanding. Who- 

{ohath thar peace, need not fear Zgyprian arrows: but 

he that hath it not, dies untimely though he livelong z and 
des unhappily, though a naturall death.

- Fofiab was 
delivered from a rebellious people, to keep a perpetual 
holy day with S1ints and Angels; whileſt they have leave 
to ſigh and groan under a long Babyloniſh ſervitude, And 
then all Fudan and Feruſalem mourned for Foſiah. And ſo 
come we to the'perſons mourning, 

And all Fudah, 8&c. Fudah was Facobs fourth ſon by 
Leah, and predied to be the head of that tock, whence 
Chriſt lineally was to be derived according to the fleſh, 
Gen.a9.8, The whole Tribe is here put in the name of 
their great Progenitour. So, all F#dah, all the Princes 
and Nobles were perte& Royalliſts. . None of them at- 
tempted, none: conſpired, none rejoyced, but all lament- 
ed at the death of good King Fofiah. It would have been 
an eternall blot to the Tribe, had not the branches caſt 
their leaves, when the ſtock was ſo cut down. They 
mult have been baſtard imps, and degenerate plants, that 

had been otherwiſe affeCted tor Foſiah. And all Fudah and

education held themſelves obliged ; being far unlike to 
ſome great Cities, which prodigioatly have rebelled againſt 
choſe good Kings, under the (ſhadow of whoſe wings, they 
have grown warm in wealth, and cold in obedience. But 
Feruſal:m held firm to Fofiah in his life; and they moſt 
heart:ly bewail his death. And all Fudah, &Cc. 

And a poor All they were, God knowerch , but this 
one only Tribe of Fudah was now free from bondage. Zz 
quo diſcerdia cives perduxit miſeros ! See whither civil diſ- 
cord brings the wretched people ! They firſt diſunited in 
the dayes of Texoboamz from which time, corruption upon.

pleaſed not all parties. 27 muliitudini precſt, multis 
diſpliceat, He that rules over the multitude -muſt di- 
ſpleaſe many. Probably, to the favourers of Idolatry 
Foſtah ſeemed ſacrilegious z to the ſacrilegious, to be ſu- 
perſtitious ; and tothe lazy 7/raelite, to be too ſevere and 
zealous. Bent facere, & malt pats Reginm, Todo well, 
and hear illis Kingly. Howbeit, whatſoever they thought 
of him in his life, they all bemoan his death, AU Fadah 
and Feruſalem mourned, &c. 

Now began their ſorrow ; never more were they to ſee 
{uch another King in that Nation, that they might know 
the difference between a Native Prince and a Babyloniſh 
Tyrant, No fſe&nor ſex eſcaped the Caldeans rod. So 
generall the miſery ; ſo gencrall the mourning. From 
the Prince on the Throne, to him that fits on the dung- 
hill z all are concerned to mourn for one Foſsah, 

The Prophet Feremy having a deeper inſight into this 
wound of the Nation, than the generallity ; lamented not 
only himſelf, but taught all the people to Jament alſo, as 
the following Verſe theweth. A// the ſinging men and 
ſinging women ſþake of Foſiah in their lamentations, and 
wade them an Ordinance in Tſrael: and behold they are writ-- 
ten inthe Lamentations. Feremiah an eminent Prophet 
was moſt ſenſible ot the loſs of Zoſiah an excellent King. 
De arte nemo niſt artifex, An Artiſt beſt judgeth of art; 
and good menot good men, The Book of Lamentations 
was compoſed by the Prophet, In perpetnam rei memoriam. 
Feremy and his holy contemporaries, made Foſiah's death 
a matter of mourning, unto all generations, by a Law 
and Ordinance z to teach even us, that we ought to be 
humbled for, and retain the memory of the untimely 
death of godly Kings, It was an ominous preſage, that 
Fudah was commanded to monrn by an Ordinance; and

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mark the ſequell - About two and twenty years and fix 
moneths after Foſiah's death, the Caldraxs came, and ruin- 
ed Prince, Nobles, Prieſts and people, carrying the poor 
remnant into captivity, where they continued threeſcore 
and ten years, After more than tourſcore years, had 
they greater cauſe to mourn that pious Prince's fall, than 
the firſt day. The child, whoſe father was unborn when 
Foſrab was {lain,had cauſe to curſe thoſe ſwarth Zgyptians. 
So long: liv d are thoſe ſorrows, which have their birth at 
the Prince's death. A Nation is ſoon wounded ; but the 
wound.is not {o. ſoon healed, And now having ſeen'Fu- 
dah's and Feruſalem's cale, we come to make it our own ; 
and to act the (econd part of Feremy's lamentation. 
But how or where well to begin, or end our lamentati- 
on ; alas, I know not. None but Apelles his Pencill, 
was thought fit todraw Great Alexander's pictures and it 
would require another Ferem/ah, to ſpeak to purpoſe of 
our Foſtah, | 
To declare our Late King of ever bleſſed memory, his 
lifeand vertues, his miſeries, and death, and in all theſe 
our own fin and ſhame ; whois ſufficient for theſe things ? 
Yet nevertheleſs, as the Feremiah's of the times may 
compoſe Books : ſo the poor Lewites may come in, to bear 
a part in the forrowfull ſong. |

A day of rebuke itis, from all them that areround about 
us. The Papifts retort upon us all thoſe crimes, where- 
with we charged the Feſ»i/tes, as equivocation, perjury, 
ſedition, rebellion, treaſon, and murthering of Kings, 

And a day of blaſphemy it is; for Jews, Turks, Pagans 
and Infidels ſcoff at Chriſtian Religion, and fay ; Lo theſe 
are Chriſts Diſciples, who have caſt aſide their Maſters 
precepts, neither give God nor Ceſar his due, neither 
fear God, nor regard man, Ye2, it is to be feared, that 
by this bloody dayes work the Devil hath gotten many an 
Atheiſt, Many perſons ſeeing fo righteous a Prince fall 
by ſo wicked hands, in ſo horrid a manner, were apt to 
conclude, it was in vain to ſerve God any longer, ' For 

this every faithtull perſon may cry out with the Prophet 
Feremy, chap 9.1. 0h that my head were waters, and mine 
eyes a fountain of tears, &Cc. 

A true Foſiah our Late Soveraign was indeed, a bright 
and ſhining Lord, conſpicuous in his high affection tor 
Gods glory, and the weltare of his people. To this end 
was he born, to bear witnels tothe truth yz and ( horreſco 
referens ) {or this was he murthered. Full well might he 
fay, with Davzd in his meditations, to the Lord; The

His name Charles fignifieth magnanimous, valiant ; a 
name famous long ſince, for Charles Martell, and Charles 
the Grear, Kings of France : but now more famous for 
Charles Martyr, Charles the good King of, Charles the 100 
good King for England.

erofit; but becauſe owner of it, held unworthy of life. 
Such paradoxes are held in Satan's Schools, A King he 
was, whom all Nations admired, but his own in this al- 
ſolike his Saviour, who had no honour in his own Coun- 
frEY, | 
A Prince he was, who was the glory of Exrope, and the 
ſhame of his own degenerate people; born in Scotland; 
and bur that he was born there, I ſhould have ſaid of it, as 
Nathanacl of Nazareth, Can there any good thing come out 
thence ? I would be lothto ſay that he rob'd the Nationall 
ſtock ; but (faving to each truly worthy perſon his re-

Thus God takes the moſt ſpotleſs Lambs for ſacrifice 
For his piety and acute inſpection into ſacred myſteries,” he 
was 45 much a Prieſt as a King: 2nd for his divine fore- 
knowledge, as much a Prophet z a Triſmegiſtus, thrice 
great; in this age unparaleld, A real Detender of the 
Faith, whoſe Quill woundec to the death with invincible 
Arguments, both Hereticks and Schilmaticks. A true 
Beauclerk, and beſt deſerving that Title z as much a Stho- 
lar as a Princez as much a Chriſtian as . either; and as 
much all in one, as ever was.any mortall one. In brief, 
he was, and he is, not only to this Nation, but to all 
Chriſtendome, a mirrour to think how he lived; a grief 
to think how he died, Then letall our F#dah and Feruſa- 
lem mourn for our Foſiah. 

And if all Fudah and Feruſalem mourned; much more 
cauſe haye we, They were not immediately guilty of the 
death of their King, nor any otherwiſe, than by. the pro- 
vocation of their fins. They contrived not Foſiah's mur- 
ther ; they did notconfederate with the curſed Egyprians; 
they fell not from obedience; they took nor up Arms 
againſt him ; they did not buy and ſel] him ; they did not 
pretend a Law ; ere& a Scaffold to butcher him) nor 
make his Royall Palace his flaughter-houſez they did not 
triumphover the dead Kings Corps, and juſtifie the fa&t';

& avaritiam, Between the malice of ſome, and the aya- 
rice and ambition of others { as Chriſt between the thieves) 
was he_crucified. Some corrupt and ſtinking Elders,

Commandements, 

Here 4 Fudas comes with his, Quantum dabitis ? 
What will ye give me, and I will betray him? There a 
temporizing Courtier, who eat bread at his Table, lift up 
his heel againſt him, Such practices Heathens have ab- 
horred, AmTaFew? (aid Pil:te to Chriſt ) thine own 
Nation and the chief Prieſts have delivered thee unto me. 
His own Nation, even thoſe, who by all Laws of God 
and man were obliged to defend him.

How hath this wounded and ſtained our Church and 
Nation ! And we, whither have we cauſed our ſhame to 
g0z Ifthe guilt of a brothers blood cryed to Heaven for 
vengeance, as God told Caiz, Gen,q.1io, then how much 
'more the blood of a father, the common father of three 

| Chriſtian Kingdomes? It Sas/'s death were deplorable, 
_ yet heawicked perſon, and the Philitzzes none of his Sub- 
jects z then how much more this caſe, where wicked Sub- 
jets, like Baznah and Rhzcab have murther'd a righteous 
man, and their moſt gracious King, at his own houſe, in 
his Royall Fex»ſe/c-2?
